Paper Embargo. 


Strenuous protest by paper manufacturers this side the 


border has influenced the Canadian government to postpone 
enforcement of its embargo on pulp wood cut on privately 


- owned lands within the Dominion, but there is little doubt of 
Canadian sentiment in the matter. The threatened move was 
altogether popular. 
— 


The Canadians are interested, first of all, in the conserva- 


tion of their natural resources and they feel, with some reason, 
that the paper makers of this country have wantonly ex- 
hausted the pulp resources of the United States. They are 
'reluctant to see the same waste in their own land and they are 
keenly aware that the American owners of Canadian timber 
land have not undertaken systematic reforestation or fire pro- 
tection on the scale or in the spirit shown by the big Canadian 
corporations. 


Moreover there is general feeling that Canadian pulp wood 


should provide employment for Canadian labor and it has 
even been proposed that the export of pulp be prohibited so 
that only finished paper can cross the border. 


But the dominant factor in the situation is our tariff barrier 


against Capadian wheat and beef. The proposed embargo on 
a-basic commodity is essentially a retaliatory measure, and one 
which would derive much of its effectiveness from the fact 
that most of the capital involved is from the United States. 


The real dispute is between two groups of American paper 


manufacturers one on each side the border but both dependent 
on Canadian pulp—and Canada stands to profit by it.

Unsafe Crossings. 


The elimination'of grade crossings wherever practicable is 


given by the United States Bureau of Public Roads as the only 
sure means of ending crossing accidents. 
The increasing 


menace of such accidents is shown in the statement of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission that in the final quarter ot 
W> 517 persons were killed and 1,700 were injured at grade 
crossiWs, an increase of 16 fatalities and 105 injuries' over the 
same period of the preceding year. The increase in number of 
iriotor vehicles is not a valid excuse for these disasters 


Some experts say that it would take many years and much 


money to do away with all the .grade crossings in the country 
Nevertheless a start has been made and public opinion could 
force further action along this line. In the meantime no new 
construction should permit grade crossings. 


There has been considerable agitation recently in favor of 


having motorists required by law to come to a full stop at, 
every crossing. This is not fair to motorists on main highways' 
''at points where these are crossed by unimportant branch line 
: railways. At such points the motor traffic is far heavier than 


• the rail traffic and the latter, it seems, ought to be made to do 
' the stopping 
Nothing else would arouse both.motorists and 


: railwayman so quickly to the need of underpass or overhead 
: crossings at such points.

ernment" alone, adding, "The funda- 
mental thing is a great education that 
will make people accept good laws and 
obey them. Laws and their enforce- 
ment, however, can prevent many from 
doing injustice."
